. Hail is nothing but Rain congea!'d in falling, and receives 
its ſhape by the. concurrance of natural or accidental cauſes, 
the reaſon of its ſo ſoon diflolying after it is fallen is, there 
remains more water then dry matter in its compoſition, and 
the Earth being much warmer then the place ir was congealed 
'i3n, may. be reaſon ſufficient for its melting fo ſoon after 
tis conveyed down to us.
